NEw YorK, October 30.—Mr. Henry Irving’s 
opening at the Star Theater last night was a most 
brilliant social and dramatic event, All the 
cognoscenii were presenkz, and the New York 
Central Railroad beamed out of one box and the 
Metropolitan Opera House in another, Wm.

Vanderbilt, Chauncey M. Depew, ex-Lieut.-Gov.

Curious Importations to This 


Country from Europe, 


Opposition of the Foreign Pauper Hens ta 
the Unprotected Fowl of America 
Sunset Cox Confident That He Will 
ceive the Speakership—The War on 
Pension Claim Agents.

WASHINGTON, October 27.—The fact that a- 
000 dozen of eggs formed a part ofthe cargo of th 
steamer “Hermedel,” which took fire the other 
day on its way to this country from Copenhagen, 
suggests some observations regarding a curious 
elass ot articles imported into this country. It 
certainly seems a little odd that this country 
with its large agriculturat population should 
have to go to Copenhagen, or indeed to any point 
outside this country, foreggs, yet a statement 
recently published by Chief Nimmo. of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury, shows that 
there were imported into this country last year 
no less than 182,000,000 eggs. More than that, the 
reports of the past year’s importations show that 
this is nota spasmodic movement of commerce, 
but that the egg trade from abroad gas 


been a fact for some years, and has 
grown so rapidly since its inauguration that the 
hens of the country ought to be startled over it. 
In the calendar year of 1881 the number of eggs 
imported was 110,000,000. I[n 1882 it was 440,000, 
000, in the past year 182,000,(00, and in the present 
year will probably exceed 200,000,000, with value 
of $3,000,000. Eggs are on the free list. Will

of cotton goods imported, in the face of a high 
tariff, amounts to more than $36,000,000 per year, 
while that of -wool and woolen articles amounts te 
more than 50 per cent. in excess of that. G com 
mon salt, although we have salt mines anda tari? 
to protect them, we import a billion pounds a 
year, au average of twenty pounds for every man, 
woman and child in the country. In the past twe 
years there have been over ten million pushels of 
potatoes imported into this country.

INTO A DEATH TRAP. 


Two Mcn Sacrifice Their Lives in an Attempt 


to Rescuc Another. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., October 30.—Kiefer & Stiefel’s 
tannery, in the upper part of Allegheny City, was 
the scene ota terrible affair this morning, two 


men sacrificing their lives in an attempt to save 
that of a fellow-workman, The firm have been 


digging a well, to be used as a 


vat, and this morning Christ Dickson,

With difficulty they tied the 
bodies to ropes and all were hauled up. Dickson, 
Schrader and Schultz were dead, and Bamberger 
and Remser were unconscious, but with the aid of 
restoratives wer soon revived and adie to go to 
their homes. Dickson was a single man and the 
other two were married.

NEW CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The Post Office Not to be Trans- 
ferred Yet.

Further Progress on the Building The Ele- 
vators—The Heating Apparatus— Telegraph 
Items, . 


The scaffolding in the Custom House has been 
removed from the several stories and is now lying 
on the Locust street sidewalk waiting for an 
order of sale. * 

The floors are beifig cleaned to-day by colored 
men, with a view of putting up the furniture 


fixings. 

The Post Office screens on the first floor are all 
completed, with the exception of setting the glass 
and polishing the mahogauy, which will be com- 
pieted in a few days, 

The cautract forjihe glass for the Post Office 
screens, having ‘fell turough, that partof the 
work has bern somewhat delayed. 

Tne surplus granite blocks are being to-day 
stored away in the area, by order of the Govern- 
ment. There are ten pieces left in all, measuring 
from 2 feet 9 inches to 1 foot 6inches by 6 feet. 
These granite blocks will remain in tie 
area until the government order their removal. 
The painting of tne outside of the builaing is fla- 
ished. with the exception of one coat on the rail- 
ing ou the coping walls. 

Tuere has beeu a change made on the fourth 
floor under the dome. The floor was formerly di- 
vided into two imimense rooms, extending from 
the Olive street side to the open court ol 
the building, lighted by the win- 
dows opening into the court. The floor is 
now divided into four parts, making two jury 
rooms. and also two private rooms for the judges, 
connecting witht the judges’ toilet apartments. 
The change also iucludes the continuation of the 
corridor all around the builging. 

The plumbing work is rapidiy approaching com- 
pletion, and is cousidered, in view of its intricacy 
of workmausbip and extent, the finest specimen 
of plumbiug work iu the city, 

Ine gas-Pf}ing Was compietedſthis morning, and 
the heating apparatus, which iucludes upwards of 
thirty-five miles of wrought-iron piping. varying 
in size from sixteen inches luside djameter to one 
mch, is running successfully. The building is heated 
to-day. At a tough estimate it will take about 
ten tons of coal a day to run the twelve Doilers, 
of which eight are for the hot Water-heating appa- 
ratus and four of them for steam. The apparatus 
is claimed to be more than equal to the demands 
of the bujiding. ; 

There will be five elevators in ‘all in the build- 
ing: one passenger.elevaior at the Ninth street 
entrance and one at the Eighth street eutfance, 
adjoining the stairway. The freight elevator on 
the Locust street side is running in fine order. 
Tie two Post Office eicvators have just been com- 
pleted, and were tested today by Mr. James, 
general foreman ef construction. and found to be 
more than equal to the requirements and specih- 
cations. 
senger elevators are all in place, waiting for the 
arrival of the cabs [rom Chicago. Ine cabs are 
expected to-day. 

There have been three four inch fire clay tubes 
run under the street from the area of 
building to the opposite sidewalk on Locus! 
street, for telegraph and telephone wires. 
The Western Union Telegraph wiresjrequired by 
the Signal Segvice office, will be conuected tarougu 
ohe of the uiterground tubes at the niall entrance 
on Locust sireet, to the office in the dome. The 
work will he dont ithoul expense to Lhe Govern- 
ment.

Base - Ball Goss ip Professional Movements 
and Personals. 
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The Arditration Committee had a two days’ 
session at New York Saturday and Sunday, and 
the result of their work was important in its 
bearing on base-ball interests for next year. The 
members present were A. G, Mills, latq of Chica- 
go, now of New York, G. B. Mills ot New York, 
and A. H. Soden of Boston, both League repre- 
sentatives, William Barnie of Baltimore, O. P. 
Caylor of Cineinnatl, and Lew Simmons of Phila- 
deiphia, of the American Association, and Elias 
Watsoa of Grand Rapids, of the Northwestern 
League. The work done was, in abstract, as fol- 
iows: Any club is allowed to come in under the 
taipartite agreement from a city not represented 
in the three associaiions. No clubs will be al- 
lowed to be entered from cities now already hav- 
ing members, thus preventing the League 
from starting a club in Baltimore or St. 
Louis, or the American Association 
having aclub in Chicago. The prospects of the 
Brooklyn and Indianapolis fclubs were canvassed 
and,they were allowed full protection With. a 
view of their becoming members shortly. The 
new agreement is much more comprehensive 
than of old. The President of any Base Ball As- 
sociation signing the National agreement, all 
ciubs of that association thereby come under the 
agreements, provisions, And are fully protected.
